District Conrt,
RYAN'S THIAL BEGLNA,

The preliminary worlk of securinga jury
in the casa of the stato against Ryan, for the
murder of Mrs. Helen Howoard, was con-
cluded Tuesday evening and the workof try-
ing the case was bogun yesterdoy morning.
Thoere were about ono hundrod  people pres-
ent in the court room whon the court or-
dered the state to call their first witnoess,
Among the spoctators were only three
women. Mrs. Scott and her daughter, the
mother and sister of the deceased, did not
make their appesarnnes in the cou rt but re-
mained in a more secluded part of the build-
Ing. Mra. Scott s a delicate womun about
alxty vears old and was dressed in deep
mourning. Tho sister of tha decensod 158 a
pleasant looking girl of about cighteen and
wus dreased o balf mourning.

Ryan appeared in the same ministerial
garb he wore Tuesday and was us neatly
trimmed and finished in his dress as if he
weore appearing on his wedding day, rather
than as ueriminal to be tried for murder,
Hyan's brothey occupied a seat inside of the
bar, and took a eloso  interest in all the pro-
ececdings,

Before the first witness was called, Dennis
Cunninghnm, one of the jurors, stated to the
court that he was mistaken in his answer
whon being examined for the jury, and on
the statement of the fuct that he was ac-
quainted with the deceased, he was excused

rom servico on the jury, and a spocial
venire of ten men was ordered by the court
from which to select the twelfth juror. The
Jury was filled at 10:40 by the swoaring in of
Jumes Doyle and Mr, Conover, and
the cise wis presented to the
jury for the state and defense.  The attorney
for the stwtereviwed briefly the history of
the reintion of the defendant to the Scott
family,and the deceased, and Nis associutions
with them, and the history of the case. The
attorney for the defendant in presenting his
sido of the cnse spoke of the family of his
olient, his associntions with the deccased, ox-
plidned the liw and what constitutes murder,
dwalt at length on the character of the de-
censed as belng 4 woman who was accus-
tomed to making appointments to mest men
at wine roomns and that from the facts in the
caso itself they would endeavor to prove
their elignt's innocance,

Dr. George 13, Ayers was the first witness
culled for the state. On direct examination
he testified that he is a physician in this city
and made the post mortem examination of
the deceasced the next day ufter the shooting
oconrred. He atated that the ball entered
thg left broast through the cartilege of the
sixth #ib and pussed in o slightly upward
course through the heart. sud lodged in the
back., This examination was made at Drexel
& Muul's affice,

There were no new facts brought out in tho
eross-exnmination.

Henry Doty was the next witness called,
He statod that he wis o member of the firm
of Doty & Durst and was acqualnted with
Ryan, the defendant in this case. Hoe was in
the saloon when the shot was fired and saw
the defendant soon after,  Hyan stated there
andd then **I shot hor, but 1 did it aceidental-
Iy." 1 heard a sevoam come from the back
purt of the house,” continued the witness:
Psoon after T beard the pistol shot, They
were o wine room No, 3 I had further
conversation with Ryan; he wallied up and
down the saloon until an officer camoe and
took him awuy.*"

The witness was shown a dingram of his
sadoon sid wine rooms by which he explained
to the jury the outline and arrangement of
the suloon and wine rooms, S tirst intle
mation I hnd  that anyone was in the wine
room," he said, *wis whon I heard the pistol
ghot. The tirstone 1 saw (was Mrs, Howard,
whio was standing in the wine-room door,
heard bher say, 2"1I'm shot!' It was then
thut Ryan said he shot her, but did not in-
tend to.' " He stated that he had seen Ryan
winl Mrs, Howard in lis wine rooms ot least
hall & dozen times, and the mest friendly
ralations always oxisted betwoon thom,

Joseph Biaclewell, the porter in the saloon,
was then enlled.,  Ho testitied that he was in
the saloon the nlght the shooting took place
und when he heard the pistol shot rushed to
the room. Mrs, Howard opened the door
just us hereavhod it und exelaimed that she
was shot,  Ryvan handed me n pistol that 1
think Is the siwme one you show ma,

There woere no new facts doveloped in the
cross examination of the witness and the
court adjouwrnad until after dinner,

AL the opening of court in the afterpoon
there was o laeger erowd present than in the
morning, and several moro lndies were in at
temdance. A young man by the name of
Luck, who occupled wine room No,
5 thie nignt the shootinge took
